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VOLUME II--STATE COMPUTER MATCHING PROFILES

Volume Il presents profiles of each State computer matching program based on the 2000
Census of State FSAs'. Also included are Tables 20 and 21 which provide a description of
matching systems and a glossary of key computer matching terms. The abbreviations (A) for
Applicant and (R) for Recipient are used in the profile to identify when the State uses the match

for applicants and/or recipients.

Beneficiary Earnings Exchange
Reports System (BEERS)

Match with IRS annual earnings data compiled from the IRS Form W-2,
including; (1) self-employment, (2) out-of-State wages, (3) federal and military
wages, and (4) agricultural earnings. Thisisan IEVS match.

Disgualified Recipient System
(DRS)

Match with FNS database for identification information of applicants for food
stamps who are disqualified from collecting food stamps because of program
violations. Disqualification periods range from one year to permanent,
depending on the number and severity of the offense.

Quarters of Coverage

Match with SSA quarterly earnings file to ensure that aliens have 40 quarters of
coverage/earnings.

Internal Revenue Service (IRS)
Systematic Alien Verification
System (SAVE)

Match with IRS database containing data on interest, dividends, and other types
of unearned income to check for unreported income. These data are compiled
from IRS Form 1099. Thisisan IEVS match.

Match with DMV database for identification of applicants misreporting
automobile assets.

GLOSSARY OF KEY COMPUTER MATCHING TERMS

Key Term Definition
Applicant Matching Matching that takes place when an individual applies for food stamp benefits, or at
(Upfront) any time prior to certification.
Application The process of determining eligibility for benefits.
Batch Processing Cases are matched in groups at specified times, rather than being matched in real-
time or interactive.
Biometric/Finger Imaging Automated methods to identify a person based on physical characteristics such as

fingerprints. This technology has the potential to identify individuals who attempt
to apply for benefits on more than one case, or who attempt to obtain benefits
belonging to someone else.

Followup Any actions taken to:

(1) Check that the client-reported information used in the computer match is valid
and was entered into the computer correctly. The caseworker obtains the case
file and checks the information provided by the client against the information
used in the computer match.

(2) Verifying information from the external data source, if a discrepancy exists.
This may involve either contacting the client or making a “collateral contact”
with the client’s bank or employer.

(3) Checking if the discrepancy will affect the eligibility of the client or the
amount of benefit paid to the client, by recomputing €eligibility and benefits
with information from the external data sources.

(4) Processing claims; disqualifying, terminating or reducing benefits to
recipients, if a discrepancy is confirmed; denying benefits to the FSP
applicant; and possibly investigating fraud.

The caseworker in charge of the case is usualy responsible for most of the

followup, athough clerks and professional fraud investigators may aso be

involved. A decision must be made on each targeted case within 45 days from the
time the match is made.

InterState Matching/Cross A match conducted between two States to identify cases of duplicate participation.
State Matching

Monitoring The State’ s oversight and management of computer-matching activities.

Online Processing Cases are matched in real time or interactively.

Prioritizing The process of ordering the cases selected for follow-up. This could be based on

any characteristic or dollar discrepancy the State has defined to rank cases based on
the likelihood of detecting a violation.

Recertification The process of reapplying for benefits when the eligibility certification period has
lapsed.

Recipient Matching Matching that takes place after an individual has begun to receive food stamp

(Ongoing) benefits, or at any time during the certification period.

Reporting The process of documentation and distribution of the results of the follow-up
process or the status of actions taken on matched cases.

Screening The process of selecting cases not to be matched based on household and/or
individual characteristics.

Targeting The process of selecting cases for followup activities based on thresholds for

discrepancies between information provided by the client and information received
from the match. These usually are established for income databases.
